Appointing the Diſtribution of Prizes taken, and the Bounty for Taking or Deſtroying Ships of War, or 
Privateers, of the Enemy, from the Time of Fis Majeſty's Declaration of War againſt Spain. 
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9 HERE AS by an Act of Parliament made in the Jaſt Seſſions of Parliament, intitad, An A# for the Encouragement of Seamen, and the more ſpeedy and effetfual Manning His Majefly's Navy; it is, amongſt 
- other Things, enacted, That the Flag Officers, Commanders, and other Officers, by Marines, and Soldiers, on Board every Ship and Veſſel of War, in Our Pay, 2 — the (ole — 4 


Property of and in all and every Ship, Veſſel, Goods, and Merchandizes, which theyſhall take from and after the Second Day of January, in the Year of Our Lord One thouſand ſeven hundred 
& and ſixty two, during the Continuance of this War againſt Spain (being firſt adjudge lawful Prize in any of Our Courts of Admiralty in Great Britain, or in Our Plantations in America, or elſewhere) 
% to be divided in ſuch Proportions, and after ſuch Manner, as We, Our Heirs, and Siceſſors, ſhall think fit to order and direct by Proclamation or Proclamations, to be iſſued for thoſe Purpoſes : And 
> Whereas, by the faid Act, the Proviſions and Regulations eſtabliſhed by an Act paſſed | the Twenty ninth Year of the Reign of Our late Royal Grandfather, for better carrying on the ſalutary Purpoſes 
intended in the Proſecution of the War againſt France, as explained and amended by mother Act paſſed in the Thirty ſecond Year of the Reign of Our late Royal Grandfather, reſpecting the granting 
Commiſſions or Letters of Marque; the Perſons acting, and Captures made under tht Authority thereof, and alſo all other Clauſes and Proviſoes contained in the ſaid Acts, are extended to the granting 
of Commiſſions or Letters of Marque, and all other Matters and Things whatſoever it reſpect of the ſame, during the Continuance of the preſent War with Spain, as fully, amply, and effectually, as if 
= the ſaid Regulations and Proviſions had been particularly repeated and re- enacted in ueſaid Act of the laſt Seſſion of Parliament: And whereas by the ſaid Act, the Regulations reſpecting Prize or Bounty 
{= Monies contained in an Act paſſed in the Thirty third Year of the Reign of Our lat Royal Grandfather, are alſo enacted to be in Force, with regard to any Prizes to be made during the Continuance 
of the ſaid War with Hain: And whereas it is enacted, by virtue of the Proviſias herein before recited or referred to, That there ſhall be paid by the Treaſurer of Our Navy, upon Bills to be made 
forth by the Commiſſioners of the Navy, to be paid according to the Courſe therof, without Fee or Reward, unto the Officers, Seamen, Marines, Soldiers, or others, that have been actually 
PA, on Board any of Our Ship or Ships of War, or Privateer or Privateers, in any Adon where any Ship or Ships of War, or Privateers, ſhall have been taken from the Enemy, ſunk, burnt, or other- 
wiſe deſtroyed, ſince Our Declaration of War againſt Spain, dated the ſaid SecondDiy of January, One thouſand ſeven hundred and ſixty two, Five Pounds for every Man which was living on 
Board any Ship or Ships ſo taken, ſunk, burnt, or otherwiſe deſtroyed, at the Begining of the Engagement between them ; the Numbers of ſuch Men to be proved by the Oaths of Three or 
| more of the Chief Officers or Men which were belonging to the ſaid Ship or Ship of War, or Privateers of the Enemy, or belonging to any of them, at the Time of her being taken as 
Prize, ſunk, burnt, or otherwiſe deſtroyed, before the Mayor, or other Chief Magiſtrate of the Port, within any of Ov Dominions, whereunto any Prize, or Officers, or Men, of ſuch Ships as were ſunk, burnt, or otherwile deſtroy- 
ed, ſhall be brought, or before the Britiſp Conſul, or Vice Conſul, reſiding at any Neutral Port to which ſuch Prize, « Officers, or Men, ſhall be brought; which Oaths the ſaid Mayor, or other Chief Magiſtrate of any ſuch 
Port, or Conſul, or Vice Conſul, are thereby reſpectively impowered and required to adminiſter, and ſhall forthzuh gant a Certificate thereof, without Fee or Reward, directed to the Commiſſioners of the Navy; upon pro- 
- ducing which Certificate to the Commiſſioners of Our Navy, together with an authentick Copy of the Condemnatina of ſuch Ship ſo taken, or if ſuch Ship be ſunk, burnt, or offierwiſe deſtroyed, on producing only a

Mar, in Manner, orm, and Proportion, as by Our Proclamation to be iſſued for that Purpoſe ſhal] be directed and appoùted; and amongſt the Owners, Officers, and Seamen, of any Private Veſſel or Ship of War, in ſuch Manner and Pro- 
portion as, by any Agreement in Writing, they ſhall have entered into for that Purpoſe, ſhall be directed: But it is verthelds provided by the ſaid Act, That in all Caſes where ſuch Oath and Certificate cannot be adminiſtered and granted 
at the Firſt Port whereunto any Prize, or Officers, or Men of ſuch Ships as ſhall be taken, ſunk, burnt, or otherwiſe qeſtropd, ſhall be brought, ſuch Oath or Oaths relating to any Prize or Prizes that ſhall be taken, or to any Ships of 
Our Enemies that ſhall be ſunk, burnt, or otherwiſe deſtroyed, as aforeſaid, ſhall and may be adminiſtered and taken by and before the Mayor or other Chief Magiſtrate of any Port within any of Our Dominions, or by or before the Britifb 
' Conſul, or Vice Conſul, reſiding at any Neutral Port whereunto any Prize or Prizes, or Officers, or Men, of any Ships beloging to Our Enemies, as ſhall be taken, ſunk, burnt, or otherwiſe deſtroyed, ſhall at any Time afterwards be brought 
(Proof being firſt made, by Affidavit before ſuch Perſon or Perſons, of the Inability of making ſuch Oath or Oaths, and obtaing ſuch Certificate at the ſaid Firſt Port) and the Mayor or other Chief Magiſtrate, Conſul, or Vice Coniul, 
"ſhall thereupon grant ſuch Certificate and Certificates as are therein before directed; which Certificate and Certificates ſhall begood and effectual, to all Intents and Purpoſes, as if the ſame were granted by the Mayor or other Chief Magi- 
ſtrate, «Conſul, or Vice Conſul, of the Port to which ſuch Prize or Prizes, Officers, or Men, as aforeſaid, ſhall be Firſt broght; any thing in the ſaid Acts contained to the contrary thereof in any wiſe notwithſtanding. We, taking the Pre- 
miſſes into Conſideration, do, purſuant to the ſaid Acts of Parliament (with the Advice of Our Privy Council) by this Our Foclamation, order, direct, and appoint, That the Neat Produce of all Prizes taken by Our Ships of War, and 
Bounty Money for the Taking, Sinking, Burning, or otherwiſe Deſtroying, the Enemies Ships of War, or Privateers, be dividd into Eight equal Parts, and be diſtributed in Manner following; that is to ſay, To the Captain or Captains of any 
of Our Ships of War, who ſhall be actually on Board at the Taking of any Prize, or at the Taking, Sinking, Burning, or Deſtrying, any of the Enemies Ships of War, or Privateers, Three Eighth Parts; but in caſe any ſuch Prize ſhall be t ken, 
or Ship of War, or Privateer, of the Enemy, be taken, ſunk, burnt, or deſtroyed, by any of Our Ship or Ships of War, und the Command of a Flag or Flags, the Flag Officer or Officers being actually on Board, or directing and aſſiſting 
— in the Capture, to have One of the ſaid Three Eighth Parts; the ſaid One Eighth Part to be to ſuch Flag Office or Flag Officers, in ſuch Proportions, and ſubject to ſuch Regulations, as are herein after for that Purpole 
| mentioned: To the Captains of Marines and Land Forces, Sea Lieutenants and Maſter, on Board any ſuch Ships, One Extth Part, to be equally divided amongſt them: To the Lieutenants and Quarter Maſter of Marines, and Lieu- 
tenants, Enſigns, and Quarter Maſter of Land Forces, Boatſwain, Gunner, Purſer, Carpenter, Maſter's Mate, Chirurgeoꝭ Pilot, and Chaplain, on Board any ſuch Ship, One Eighth Part, to be equally divided amongſt them: To the 
Midſhipmen, Secretary to Flag Officers, Captain's Clerk, Maſter Sail Maker, Carpenter's Mates, Boatſwain's Mates, Guher's Mates, Maſter at Arms, * Yeomen of the Sheets, Coxſwain, Quarter Maſters, Quarter Maſters 
Mates, Chirurgeon's Mates, Yeomen of the Powder Room, and Serjeants of Marines, or Land Forces, on Board any ſuch Shis, One Eighth Part, to be equally divided amongſt them: To the Trumpeters, Quarter Gunners, Carpenter's Crew, 
Steward, Cook, Armourer, Steward's Mate, Cook's Mate, Gunſmith, Cooper, Swabber, Ordinary Trumpeter, Barber, Able Seaien, Ordinary Seamen, and Marine or other Soldiers, and all other Perſons doing Duty, or aſſiſting on Board any ſuch 
Ships, Two Eighth Parts, to be equally divided amongſt them: And in cafe any Sca Captain, inferior Commiſſion or Warrant Si Officers, belonging to any Ship of War, for whom any Shares of Prizes, or of the Bounty Money for Ships taken, 
| funk, burnt, or deſtroyed, are hereby allowed, be ablent at the Time of the Capture of any Prize, or at the Capture, Burning, king, or Deſtroying, any Ships of War, or Privateers, of the Enemy, the Share of ſuch Sea Captain, inferiur Com- 
miſſion or Warrant Sea Officer, ſhall be caſt into the Shares hereby allowed to the Trumpeters, Quarter Gunners, Carpnter's Crew, Steward, Cook, Armourer, Steward's Mate, Cook's Mate, Gunſmith, Cooper, Swabber, Ordinary 
Trumpeter, Barber, Able Seamen, Ordinary Seamen, and Marine or other Soldiers, and other Perſons doing Duty, or aſſiſting o Board any ſuch Ships, to be equally divided amongft them. Provided, That if any Officer or Officers on Board any of 
Our Ships of War, at the Time of taking any ſuch Prizes, or at the Taking, Sinking, Burning, or Deſtroying, any Ships of Wat or Privateers, of the Enemy, ſhall have more Commiſſions or Offices than One, he or they ſhall be intitled only to the 
Share or Shares of the ſaid Prizes, and of the Bounty Money for the Enemy's Ships of War, or Privateers, taken, ſunk, bunt, or deſtroyed, which, according to the above-mentioned Diſtribution, ſhall belong to his or their reſpective ſuperior 
"Commiſſions or Offices. And We do hereby ſtrictly enjoin all and every Commander and Comma ders of any Ships of Var taking any Prize, or taking, ſinking, burning, or deſtroying, any of the Enemy's Ships of War, or Privateers, 
as ſoon as may be, to tranſmit, or cauſe to be tranſmitted, to the Commiſſioners of Our Navy, a true Liſt of the Nams of all the Officers, Seamen, Marines, Soldiers, or others, who were actually on Board Our Ships of War under his 
or their Command at the Taking ſuch Prize, or at the Taking, Burning, Sinking, or Deſtroying, any ſuch Ships of War, or Privateers, of the Enemy; which Liſt ſhall contain the Quality of the Service of each Perſon on Board, and be 
ſubſcribed by the Captain or Commanding Officer, and Three or more of the Chief Officers on Board. And We do herby require and direct the Commiſſioners of Our Navy, or any Three or more of them, to examine, or cauſe to be 
examined, ſuch Liſts by the Muſter Books of ſuch _ of War, and Liſts annexed thereto, o fee that ſuch Liſts dot agree with the ſaid Muſter Book and annexed Liſts, as to the Names, Qualities, or Ratings of the Officers, Seamen, * 
Marines, Soldiers, and others, belonging to ſuch Ships of War; and, upon Requeſt, forthwith to grant a Certificate of thiTruth of any Liſt tranſmitted to them, to the Agents nominated and appointed by the Captors, purſuant to the 
ſa id Acts, to take care or diſpoſe of ſuch Prize, or of ſuch Bounty Money for Ships taken, funk, burnt, or deſtroyed ; andalſo, upon Application to them, to give, or cauſe to be given, unto the Agents who ſhall, at any Time or Times, be 
appointed as aforeſaid by the Captors, all ſuch Liſts from the Muſter Book of any ſuch Ships ot War, and annexcd Liſts, as the ſaid Agents ſhall find requiſite for their Direction to pay the Produce of ſuch Prizes, or the Bounty, in 
caſe any Bounty ſhall be due for taking the ſame, and to be otherwiſe aiding and aſſiſting to the ſaid Agents as ſhall be neceſſry. And as touching the ſaid One Eighth Part herein before mentioned to be granted to the Flag or Flag Officers, who \ 
ſhall be actually on Board at the Taking of any Prize, or at the Taking, Sinking, Burning, or Dettioying, any Ships of Wa, or Privateers, of the Enemy, or ſhall be directing and aſſiſting therein, We have thought fit, and do, by theſe Pre- 
„deo, pudonm, order, and acctare, 1 nat the tollowing” Regulations be obſerved ; Firſt, "That a Flag Oikcer commandingin Chief, where there is but One Flag Officer upon Service, ſhall have to his own Uſe the ſaid One Eighth Part 
of of the Prize taken, and Bounty Money for the Enemy's Ships taken, ſunk, burnt, or otherwiſe deſtroyed, by Ships unde his Command : Secondly, That a Flag Officer, ſent to command at Jamaica, or elſewhere, ſhall have no Right to o 
| any Share of Prizes taken, or Bounty Money for Ships taken, ſunk, burnt, or otherwiſe deſtroy ed, by Ships empl:.yed there, befre he arrives at the Place to which he is ſent, and actually takes upon him the Command: Thirdly, That when an 
inferior Flag Officer or private Ships are ſent out to reinforce a ſuperior Flag Officer at Jamaica, or elſewhere, the ſaid ſupeior Flag Officer ſhall have no Right to any Share in the Prizes taken, or Bounty Money for Ships taken, ſunk, 
burnt, or deſtroyed, by them, before they arrive within the Limits of his Command, and actually receive ſome Orders fron him : Fourthly, That a Chief Flag Officer returning home from Jamaica, or elſewhere, ſhall have no Share of the 
Prizes taken, or Bounty Money for Ships taken, ſunk, burnt, or deſtroyed, by the Ships left behind to a&t under another Conmand : Fiithly, That if a Flag Officer is ſent to command in the Out-ports of this Kingdom, he ſhall have no Share 
of the Prizes taken, or Bounty Money for Ships taken, ſunk, burnt, or deſtroyed, by Ships that failed from that Port by Orders from the Admiralty : Sixthly, That when more Flag Officers than One ſerve together, the Eighth Part of 
the Prizes taken, and Bounty Money for the Taking, Sinking, Burning, or Deſtroying, Ships of War, or Privateers, of thi Enemy, by any Ships of the Fleet, or _—_ ſhall be divided in the following Proportions ; videlicet, If there be 
} but Two Flag Officers, the Chief ſhall have Two Third Parts of the ſaid One Eighth Part, and the other ſhall have the renaining Third Part; but if the Number of Flag Officers be more than Two, the Chief ſhall have only One Half, and 


the other Half ſhall be divided equally among the other Flag Officers: Seventhly, That Commodores, with Captains under nem, ſhall be eſteemed as Flag Officers, with reſpect to their Right to an Eighth Part of Prizes taken, and Bounty 
Money for Ships taken, ſunk, burnt, or deſtroyed, whether commanding in Chiet, or ſerving under Command. |
